President Coolidge is in full sympathy 
{with Professor William Z. Ripley’s 
idea of compelling corporations to give 
more adequate information to , their 
stockholders, as: set forth in the ‘ecoh- 
omist’s article in the current issue of 
The Atlantic Monthly. 
' The President recognizes the rights 
of stockholders to full protection, but 
he is not certain whether the Federal 
Government has the .power through 
the Federal’ Trade Commission act to 
compel corporations to submit detailed 
financial reports. He is anxious to do 
what he cay to safeguard the interests 
of stockholders, and is st ‘ying the 
Federal law to determine the Govern- 
ment’s power to act, ag suggested by 
Professor Ripley. 
(In -his. discussion .of the subject, 
based on excerpts from Professor Rip- 
ley’s article, ‘Stop, Look and Listen,”’ 
the President showed that he had been 
thinking along the same line in con- 
nection with his consideration of the 
proposal to amend the anti-trust laws 
to cover new forms of monopolies. ' 
The President: feels that the invest-j- 
ing public has every right to demand 
from: the. corporation. comprehensive 
information as. to its operations, and 
he wishes to do-all.in his power to 
safeguard thé ‘interest of thé investor 
and strengthen the: position Of cor- 
porations that have such purposes. He 
indicated that he: had been studying 
this phasé of the: subject, inspired by 
Professor: Ripley’s previ--:s utterance 
on non-voting stock issues. 


Problem for the States. 


Broadly speaking, the President re- 
gards it as in the jurisdiction of the 
States to require corporations to make 
more adequate, reports, since the cor 
porations are chartered by the States 
and not, by the Federal Government, 

Mr. Coolidge. is not convincéd that 
the Federal Trade Commission has the 
power to control reports of corporations 
doing interstate commerce, even though 
they. have control of the products in 
interstate commerce. He would like 
to study the suggestions that the com- 
mission can exercise power over inter- 
state commerce corporations and make 
them furnish reports as to their busi- 
ness. Until he has studied the legal 
side of this question he does. not. de- 
sire to commit himself as to the 
power of the commission. 

Mr. Coolidge indicated that he had 
been considering this phase of Ameri- 
can corporations a Jong time and that 
he desired to safeguard the interests 
of the 20,000,000 or’ more stockholders 
in American business concerns in every 
‘way that was legally possible. He be- 
gan his study of corporations and 
anti-trust legislation in a serious way 
@s a result of Professor Ripley’s arti- 
cle on fon-voting stock and then held 
several conferences with Professor 
Ripley at the White House. 

It was largely because of the posi- 
tion taken by Professor Ripley, it was 
pointed out in behalf of the President, 
that public séntiment was so aroused 
as to prompt the Listing Committee of 
the New York Stock Exchange to look 
very carefully into the affairs of com- 
panies seeking to be listed on the 
Exchange when their charters provided 
for stock of non-voting power, . 

In the opinion of the President it is 
Gifficult to determine what is a good 
or a bad stock. Publicity as to the 
financial strength of corporations, he 
thinks, has usually been left to the 
jurisdiction of the States, many of 
which have blue-sky laws which as- 
gure the public adequate information. 


Field of Interstate Commerce. 

- From what he Ses read of Professor 
Ripley’s article,’ the President con- 
cluded that he is contending for ac- 
curate and full information on corpora- 
tions doing interstate commerce. He 


feels that such information should be 
available, but until he has consulted

Coolidge Fixes 60 Cents a Day Tip Limit ;

Coolidge has approved a new tipping 
schedule for use by Government em- 
ployes in which the daily total must 
not exceed 60 cents. 

Effective Oct.’1, Government officials 
who travel must observe the require- 
ments just promulgated. 

For beliboys and maids at hotels the 
tips must not be more than 30 cents 
a day. 

Fifteen cents a parcel is the limit of 
tips for baggage porters at hotels, 
stations or residences. 

Twenty-five cents will be allowed for 


porters at landings and wharves. 

For porters on chair and r cars 
the limit is 25 cents, and the same ‘is 
allowed daily for stewards on steamers.

CONDOLENCE SENT FATHER 


Admiral Eberle Pays Tribute to 
the Commande?’s Service to 
Nation and World Aviation,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.~— News of 
the death of Commiander John Rodgers 
eat Philadelphia today Was received 
with gréat adrrow in naval circles, 
swhere he was highly esteemed by all 
ranks of the service ahd was regarded 
as a heroic figute in connection with 
the attempted flight to Hawali last Au- 
tumn. 

Commander Rodgers had only re. 
cently, at his own request, been re- 
Heved of the post of Assistant Chief of 
the Bureau of Naval Aeronautics un- 
der Rear Adtniral William A. Moffett, 
chief of the bureau, and had been as- 
signed to sea duty to command a new 
scouting plané squadron for experi- 
mental pu 

It was with the purpose of inspecting 
two new plahes now under construc 
tion at the naval aircraft factory at 
Philadelphia, which were to form the 
nucleus of thé néw sqliadron he was 
to command, that Gommander rs 
with his mechanician, Aviation a- 
chinist’s Mate Samuel Schultz, left 
Anacostia Naval Air Station here in 
a Voight landplane at 11:45 o’clock

Admiral B. W. Bhberle, Chief of 
Naval Operations, who was Acting 


Secretary of the —* in the absence 
of both Secre the Navy Wil- 
bur and Assistant’ Secretary Robingon, 
sent a message of condolence on the 
part of the Navy Department to Rear 
Admital John A. Rodgers, retired, 
father of the dead aviator. The mes- 
gage read: 

Reat Admiral John A, Rodgers, 

Havre de Grate, Md. 

The department wishes to express 
the navy’s profound sorrow and 
sympathy over the 8ad loss of your 
son, Commander John rs, who 

_ has rendered such valuable service 
and who died in thé performance of 
duty. 

Admiral Eberle Pays Navy’s Homage. 
In a pergonal tribute to Commander 
Rodgers Admiral Bbherle said: 

“The death of Commander Rodgers 

is a great shock to me and to the 
entire service because he was beloved 


by everybody—officers and meni 

‘He accomplished results in a quiet 
way which appealed to every one. He 
always performed his duty if a most 
efficient manner. His déath is & very 
gteat loss both to the: service and to 
me personally. 

“T Rave known John Rodgers since 
he was & midshipman and he has been 
an officer and a gentleman of sterling 
qualities. I feel that no one has done 
more for the development of naval 
aviation and for aviation navigation 
on the séas than John Rodgers.” 

The first report of the airplane crash 
reached the Navy Department in a 
brief telegram receiv: at 3. o’clock 
this afternoon, Standard Time, but the 
seriousness of the accident was not 
realized at the time, the message stat- 
ing only that Commander Rodgérs was 
suffering from a broken leg. 


Messages Tell of Crash and De&th. 


This message, sent from the Naval 
Air Station at Philadelphia to the 
Chief of Naval Operations, read: 

“Voit landplane, with Commander 
Rodgers and Aviation Maochinist’s 
Maté Schultz as passengers, crashed in 
Delaware River at 1:30, off naval air- 
craft fattory. Commander Rodgere’s 
leg broken. Schultz sustained injuries. 
Both in hospital.”’ . 

News of the death of Commander 
Redgers reached the Navy Department 
at 4:30 o’clock this afternoon by tele- 
phone from Captain Craft, aid tod 
the Commandant of the Philadel hia 
Navy Yard, who ‘talked with Com- 
mander Richardson of the Bureau of 
Naval Aeronautics. 

In his telephone conversation Cap- 
tain Craft said: 

“It was very hard to get Commander 
Rodgers out of the plane. He: was 
under the water with just his head out 
and he suffered quite serious injury.

Rear Admiral zB. A. Taylor, c. M. G., 
C..V. ©., of ‘the British Navy, who 
commanded the battle cruiser Renown 
when the Prince of Wales went to 
Australia and Africa, «and later vis- 
ited the United States and Canada, ar- 
rived yesterday. on the Cunarder 
Berengaria. He was accompanied by 
Lieut. Col. Norman’ G. Thwaites, 
C. B. E., M. V. G. M..C., who was the 
head of the British Transport Mission 
in this country during the latter part 
of the. World War. 

The ‘visitors are here as the guests 
of Otto H. Kahn, and will accompany 
him on a tour of the country which 
will start about Sept.™1.. Mr.. Kahn 
said last night that others who would

Mr. Kahn said he was making’ the 
trip-with the idea of getting first-hand

It was necessary to increase the 
armor plating and put on bulges and 
other protections against the  sub- 
marine, the same. as the upperworks 
of the battleships will need to be re- 
inforced against ‘aircraft. 

“How, for example, would aircraft 
fly 3,000;:miles across; the Pacific to 
look for battleships? When they found 
one it is‘very unlikely that the bomber 
could.’ hit it. -Small: aircraftarmed 
with pompoms which could fly close 
and blaze away might make things 
uncomfortable for the. officers onthe 
bridge, but they would have to take 
cover. Also the battleships would be 
canipped with very powerful anti-air- 
craft gu 

‘Admiral ' Taylor, who is in his fittieth 
year, is taking a vacation from the 
navy to enter politics as a Conserva- 
tive. Heis a membe of the London 
Gounty Council and will contest ‘the 
seat in Parliament for Finsbury at the 
next election. He said that he be- 
lieved Premier‘ Baldwin would, remain 
in power for some time to come. The 
Labor Party, he added, had been 
taught! a lesson and was breaking 
away from -trade-uniofiism. The coal 
miners, he said, were returhing to 
work steadily at the rate of 5,000 to 
10,000 a week in Wales and Leicester- 
shire. 

Colonel Thwaites said he had been 
in Germany recently studying the mili- 
tary situation, and observed that the 
soldiers were being trained in small 
numbers to act as a complete unit in 
me of war. He said that it would 
e impossible to move large bodies of 
troops by daylight because of the 
enemy aircraft. Armies, he explained, 
‘would be divided into small units in 
future wars, and the movements would 
be made at night.

He must soften his 
punches for the lighter men of “his 
camp and he must accustom himself 
to quick changes in increasing the 
power of his blows as he faces heavier 
men. This is a task for the Demps 
who has always been noted for his in- 
Ability to représs himsélf even ih 
friendly impromptu bouts. 

His charactetistic. spontaneous sav- 
agery in the ‘past aroused the ad- 
miration of throngs. Judged on his 
public appearances here he has. lost 
some of this quality. The unitiated 
look askance as Dempsey drilis at the 
local dog racing track and in the open 
air and wonder if this‘Dempsey is the 
Dempsey of old. 


Appearances Against Him. 

To outward appearances he is even 
below the standard of the fighter who 
was battering his sparring partners 
for eight days at Saratoga Lake. For 
his punching is far below expectations 
in timing, judgment of distance and 
force. The underlying reason, however, 
is that he must exercise restraint and 
he mist be careful to miss those blows 


which he unintentionally lets fly with 
full force, or take the risk of maiming 


men. 

Dempsey admits the t=favorable

The night of the arrest, a Thursday, 
I had already: been informed that some 
sort of fingerprints relating to the 
murder were available. 

“Accordingly, both men were finger- 
printed by Lieutenant Frederick Drew- 
en, Jersey City fingerprint. expert. 
The operation was done in the pres- 
ence of and with the consent of coun- 
sel for the accused. Two days later 
Commissioner af Public Safety "John J. 
Beggans of Jersey City showed me the 
calling card bearing the prints, and 
this, with the fingerprints taken here 
at Somerville. State Police Headquar- 
ters, was turned over to Deputy 
Police Commissioner Joseph A. Faurot 
of New York City, the biggest finger- 
print authority in the country. 

“He has positively identified the two 
sets of prints—those on the calling card 
and those taken here from Willie 
Stevens—as being made by the same 
hand. 

“I cannot certify as to the history 
of this card during the past four years, 
but I have been told that it was orig- 
inally removed from the scene of the 
murder by Bogart T. Conkling, then 
Sheriff of Somerset County; that it 
was turned over by Conkling to George 
Totten, who at the time was chief 
detective of the Somerset County 
Prosecutor; that Totten turned it over 
to the Middlesex County authorities, 
who put it in with the rest of the 
exhibits which were later turned over 
to Somerset County. 

“T am teld that it was removed from 
the safe containing these exhibits for 
the legitimate —— of examination 
by an expert: ether this is the case 
or whether Totten later obtained it 1 
cannot say for certain, but some one 
was evidently to blame for its disap- 
pearance up to now. . Whether Com- 
missioner Beggans obtained it from a 
tabloid newspaper I am not in a posi- 
tion to say.

Commissioner Beggans,

traveled, they estimate, more than 
50,000 miles. . Five automobiles have 
been in constant service. Only two 
witnesses required subpoenas. ‘They 
were Newark policemen who are re- 
quired by their regulations to insist 
on subpoenas. The investigators found 
most witnesses disinclined to talk be- 
cause they felt that their stories would 
have little weight after four years. 

“Many of them felt they were im- 
mune from responsibility,’”’ said Cap- 
tain Harry Walsh, one of the Jersey 
City investigators. 

Many Tips in Letters. 

The investigators are confident that 
many persons were on the Phillips 
farm near the crabapple tree. where 
the murders were done on the night 
of Sept. 14, 1922. Desire to shield repu- 
tations has held back these persons 
from telling their stories, say the de- 
tectives. Whether any of the persons 
believed to have been on the farm 
were actually eyewitnesses was, of 
course, purely a matter for specula- 
tion, added the detectives. 

Of the scores of anonymous letter 
writers to the detectives only six are 
being checked up. Those letters were 
written by women ‘who say they were 
near the scene of the crime. The six 
letters show consistencies as to details 
of the crime; but, as the detectives 
point out, the inspiration for the let- 
ters may have been found in the ex- 
haustive news accounts of the slaying. 

One letter is from a woman now 
living in Philadelphia. She. wrote that 
she was in the company of a young 
man near the Phillips farm on the 
murder night. She said that she saw

The new. Assistant Secretaries of 
Aviation—the three guardsmen of ex-. 
pansion—were on view at the dinner 
of the Aeronautical Chamber of Com- 
merce of America, As speakers they 
gave encouraging promise of perform- 


ance. Mr, Davison for the War De- 


partment pointed out that develop- 
ment must wait on appropriations.

If commercial aviation will render 
an economic service worth what it 
cost, the subsidy will not’ be. neces- 
sary; and if the men engaged in 
aeronautics set for themsélves a high 
standard of business ethics, it will 
not be necessary for any govern- 
mental agency to attempt to regu- 
late either rates or service. 

. All this was very handsome, and the 
earnestness of the speakers left no 
doubt that they have their heart in 
the work and will not spare them- 
selves. It remained for Major L. D. 
GARDNER to add a _ sobering note. 
There was to be a hard road to travel 
before America could be first in the 
air. He had been making the round 
of the European workshops and air 
fields.- He declared that only by in- 
tensive utilization of equipment and 
all the Government aid available could 
air transportation be made to take its 
place'in the United States as a de- 
pendable service.

- MAKING LONG ISLAND MORE 
ACCESSIBLE. 

The newly formed Long Island 
Chamber of Commerce outlined on 
Thursday some of the many tasks 
which it might undertake in order to 
improve conditions on Long Island. Of 
these it especially stressed the build- 
ing of more highways. Obviously the 
Chamber has as its ultimate objective 
the general prosperity of Long Island, 
which implies greater earning power, 
and also a larger population. In such 
a program roads—and better railroad 
facilities—are of vital importance. But 
it should not be overlooked that every- 
thing. which helps lure more people 
to Long Island, either as, visitors or 
as temporary or permanent residents, 
puta a heavier strain on. the ap- 
proathes to the Island. Great as is 
the need for more and better roads 
in «the central and eastern sections, 
the necessity of widening and improv- 
ing the main roads that lead to the 
Fifty-ninth Street Bridge and into 
Brooklyn is even greater. The new 
boulevard: toward Jamaica now’ being 
built will be of help. But it is by no 
means enough to do away with traffic 
congestion. Broad highways leading 
in along the North Shore, afid the 
South Shore as well, are needful, so 
that the great bulk of the traffic wil) 
not. centre in Jamaica. 

It is essential to eliminate the nar- 
row passages on the Merrick Road 
that feeds so much of the South 
Shore, and ‘on the road from Flushing 
to Queens Plaza that takes much of 
the North Shore traffic. The Merrick 
Road in particular is still a disgrace 
to .Long Island. The combination of 
limited roadway, grade crossings and 
junctions with other main lines of 
traffic makes the congestion: on it. so 
heavy. -that during the rush hours 
it is often impossible to cover more 
than a few miles in an hour. 

Before devoting attention to qttract- 
ing more automobiles and more resi- 
dents, it would be well to concentrate 
all possible influence on the improve- 
ment of the main feed lines, so that 
people can get to and’ from Long 
Island in a reasonable time. Further 
development is inevitable. Doubtless 
it will be of benefit to Long Islanders; 
but unless it is preceded by widening 
the principal routes from Manhattan 
and Brooklyn it will serve only to add 
to the discomfort of all who at present 
have occasion to visit or live on Long 
Island.

Whatever the effect of MusTaPHa 
KEMAL's policy of punishing to death 
his political enemies may be at home,

the West. Of TaMERLANE, who over- 
threw Bayazip, the Osmanli Emperor 
called “The Thunderbolt,” in a mem- 
orable battle at Angora, it was said 
that he did not lament even the deaths 
in his own army; and there wag no 
good. reason, added his. biographer, 
why a good Moslem should lament 
them. It was their happy fate. But 
it was a fate which he denied Barazp, 
the predecessor of MusTaPHa KEMAL, 
for instead of killing him the victorious 
Trorur the. Lame had his captive put 
in a litter surrounded by .bars “ like 
a menagerie cage” and carried about, 
wherever hin jailer cantor went, like 
a jungle beast, until his haughty 
spirit was. broken -and death came to 
release him, “the: most cruel fate 
imaginable for such: a man.”

it be remembered, too, that it was 
the brutal hand of those who organized 
and led ‘this group in the days of its 
triumph that murdered Armenians 
—* oppressed the Arabs; and let it 
be kept in mind that two of. the 
greatest of these leaders were assas- 
sinated by the Armenians whom they 
sought to exterminate. And yet, with 
hall this, the act cannot be cdndoned 
by the thought of civilized “ com- 
munities in this century. Five cen- 
turies ago the Ottoman sovereign be- 
gan a practice, which ‘in another 
century was formulated into a law of 
the State, which declared it to be a 
“solemn obligation” of the new ruler 
on seizing the throne to murder his 
brothers that there might be-no danger 
of the division of the empire through 


opposition. Though nominally Pres- 
ident of a republic, MusraPHa Kamit 
Pasha has not wholly freed himself 
from the despotic ways ot · thoso Os- 
manli emperors upon whose splendid 
‘tombs of blue and green and lapis 
lazuli, in beautiful Brusa, he stil] goes 
to hang his banners of remembrance 
and reverent homage. 

There was a concession, .to be sure, 
to Western practice in this uncivi- 
lized. disposition of political enemies. 
The accused men were given a trial 
before the “ tribunal of independence,” 


but the impresston of vengeance rather 


than of justice which was given the 
modern world & few weeks ago by the 
thirteen bodies hanging from the gib- 
bets on the quay of Smyrna, against 
the background of the burned city, 
has been deepened by the sentence of 
a political court; It will have the 
effect in this country of alienating 
the sympathy of many who have been 
urging the ratification of the Lausanne 
Treaty as a means of bringing America. 
into more helpful relations with the 
supposed westward-lgoking democracy 
of Turkey and of strengthening op- 
position to it. It can only be hoped 
that there was, more - justice in the 
judgment of the court than is to be 
inferred from the partisan nature of 
the indictment. 

Ha.tinp Hanoum, who.has done so 
much for the freedom of her Ttirkish 
sisters, gave to MUSTAPHA KEMAL 
Pasha “before his full powers were 
proven to all,” as the author of “ An 
Englishwoman in Angora” has stated, 
the following epitaph, found on the 
gravestone of an old Turkish padishah: 

I was not appointed to rule over 
a rich but over a poor people scan- 

tily gupplied with food and clothing. 

For the Turkish race I slept not at 
night, I rested not by day. I worked 

for my people till death. 


But she is now in virtual exile be- 
cause of her hostility to some of the 
policies of the Government, and one 
wonders whether the words with 
which she defined the purposés and 
sacrifices of MUSTAPHA KEMAL still 
accurately represent his attitude, now 
that he stands secure in his full 
fame. 

What was once written by some 
Turkish poet concerning peoples is 
true of individuals: that “many 
“linger who are counted by man as 
“dead.” These condemned men might, 
living, have-been wisely led to help 
build and solidify’ a republic, while 


and weaken it. It is not the way of 
a trie democracy, as it was of the 
early Ottoman Empire, to require a 
“solemn obligation” on the part of 
its Chief Executive to take such fierce 
measures as did Bayazip I to prevent 
opposition and insure a united people.

RESPONSIBILITY FOR MANU- 
SCRIPTS. 

The frequent failure of publishers, 
theatrical producers and magazine edi- 
tors to return manuscripts has long 
been a -source of complaint by au- 
thors. Considerable confusion exists 
as to the degree of responsibility in- 
curred. A case recently decided in 
England has special relevancy. 

One JoHN Summers sued Mr. Brom- 
LEY CHALLENOR, a comedy actor, for 
the return of the MSS. of two farces. 
The actor, it appears, had acknowl- 
edged their receipt and had promised 
to read them. Counsel for Mr. CHaL- 


were sent to an actor without being 
asked he incurred no liability; but the 
Judge held that by having written 
promising to .read..Mr. Summers’s 
efforts Mr. CHALLENOR had to some 
degree incurred responsibility for safe 
custody. He therefore awarded Mr.

SWEDEN'S EXPERIENCE WITH 
"> = CRIME, \ 

Since capital punishment was abol- 
ished in Sweden, five years ago, mur- 
ders have decreased and the number 
of life prisoners has also gone. down. 
So states Dr. VIKTOR ALMQvisT, head 
of the Swedish penal system. For 
the decade 1870-80 murders and man- 
slaughters averaged 60 a year, where- 
as ‘in the years 1922-24 the aver- 
age was between 19 and 20. Fifteen 
years ago there were 60. “lifers” “in 
the Swedish jails. At the beginning 
of this year there were but 27, 
> Eiven before the death penalty was 
discontinued: in 1921 there had been a 
steady decrease in serious crime. In 
1846-55 murder cases averaged 16.6 
per million inhabitants, whereas in 
1922-28 the’figure was 1.86. In 1921 
life sentences Qumbered 1.84 per mil- 
lion inhabitants; the next,'year 0.51, 
in 1923 0. ).71, in 1924 0.66. Conse- 
quentjy Mr. Atmovist infers that the 
menace of a lifetime in prison has been 
more effective than the death penalty 
as a preventive of crime. : 

In general, “lifers” are among the 
best-behaved prisoners. The majority 
are young when convicted, and as the 
Government grants pardons for good 
behavior the average time actually 
served is less than twenty years. Re- 
lapses by liberated prisoners are rare.

I recently applied by letter to eleven of 
the largest corporations, giving them the 
numbers of certain of their callable (bearer) 
bonds, with the names of the owners, .and 
requested them to put such names on a list 
to be notified by .mail in case tho bonds 
were called before maturity. Three agreed 
to do it. Eight practically refused, using 
such excuses as ‘We will not ‘undertake to 
keep such a list,” ‘To get notice you must 
register your bonds,”’ &c. 

There can be no reason for not keeping 
such a list. It. would not be, of eburse, a 
list of all holders $f bearer bonds, but only 
of such. as requested in writing that notice 
be .sent. The cost and the trouble to the 
corporation would be negligible, but it would 
save much worry, and to many it would 
mean the saving of six months’ interest. A 
corporation having convertible bonds should 
also take care of the owners by mailed 
notice, SALTER STORRS CLARK.

STRONGER PRESSURE \ 
ON MEXICO LIKELY 


Sheffield’s Visit to Coolidge Is 
Expected to Stiffen Policy 
_ on Oil and Claims.

PAUL -‘SMITH'S, :N.. Y.,. Aug. 27+ 
The Administration may modify its 
Mexican policy and strengthen its de- 
mand for the settlement of old claims 
and more definite action on the land 
and oil laws. 

That such a move is contemplated 
ahd may be carried out is becoming 
apparent to those in touch with de- 
velopments in our relations with 
Mexico. 

Ambassador Sheffield intends to re- 
turn to Mexico, it was said here today. 
and before: he goes President Coolidge 
will’ confer with him here and learn 
at first hand Mr. Sheffield’s interpre-' 
tation of the Mexican viewpoint and 
the status of the negotiations to se-tle 
the pending disputes between Mexico 
and the United States. 

President Coolidge let it be known 
today that ‘he regarded Mr. Sheffield 
as an able, trained Ambassador who/' 
had made an excellent record in the 
difficult problems with which he has 
had to deal. 

He has handled them with great dis- 
cretion, the President thinks, and any 
representations he may make about 
our policy will have great weight with 
Mr. Coolidge. ~ 

Mr. Sheffield accepted the position at 
great personal sacrifice and in doing 
so has performed a distinct public 
service, the President feels. 

It is known that Ambassador Shet- 
field had considered resigning and that 
he intended so notifying ‘this Govern- 
ment while on his vacation. That the 
Administration knew of his purpose 
and..was informed of the reasons is 
also known. 

Present indications are\that some of 
the causes that might have influenced 
Mr. Sheffield to leave the service and 
return to the practice of law have been 
removed. 

His visit to President Coolidge, which 
will be made early in September, will 
lead, it is believed, to a better under- 
standing on our future Mexican policy, 
which will be one with which Mr. 
Sheffield is more in accord. 

That the policy will be modified so 
as to deal in a more assertive way 
with the pending problems without 
changing the present program is the 
belief here. 

Reports coming here show that Am- 
bassador Sheffield will return to Mex- 
ico and remain there until the ques- 
tions with which he has been charged 
to deal are disposed of. 

The Administration wishes this to be | 
known and feels that it is unfair to] 
disseminate reports that tend to weak- 
en this Government with Mexico and 
destroy the prestige of its Ambas- 
sador. 

This refers to reports from Mexico 
that Mr. Sheffield would resign. be- 
cause of differences over policy.

MEXICAN STRIKE ORDERED. 


‘Hour’s Halt Will Take Plage When 
Court Gives Ruling on Digpute. 


MEXICO CITY, Aug. 27 (#).—A_-one- 
hour strike by all union workers 
throughout the Federal District, which 
will tie up all transportation and in- 
dustries, has been ordered by the Ex- 
ecutive of the Federation of Unions. 

The strike will take place when the 
Supreme Court decides .the question 
placed before. it by the Mexican Match 
Company as to whether’ the Supreme 
Court r  Workmen’s © Arbitration 
Boards cénstitute the highest tribunal 
in Mexico in labor disputes. 

The match company is a subsidiary 
of the International Match Carporation 
of New York. 

The question arose over a strike in 
the match company’s plant, called be- 
cause of the discharge of workmen. 
The company obtained. decisions and 
injunctions against the strikers, but 
the Workmen's Arbitration Boards 
continued to issue contrary rulings. 

It is ‘expected that the Supreme 
Court will rule in favor of the match 
company.

LEAGUE KEEPS ALOOF

‘Adopts. Policy of ‘Hands Off’ on 
Conference to Stady Court 
Entry.. 





GENEVA, Aug. 27 (4).—The League 
-of Nations is adopting a ‘“‘hands off 
policy’” in connection with the special 
conference of powers which is.to meet. 
on Sept. 1 to discuss the reservations 
of the United States‘to its adherence 
to the Permanent Court of Interna- 
tional Justice. ' 
This policy will be demonstrated by 
the fact that the conference. will take 
Jace in the International Labor Office 
uilding instead of the League of Na- 
tions Palace, and by the announced in-

The conference. will be confined to 
_ the signatories of the World Court con- 
vention as such and not as members of 
the League.

Efforts are being 
miade to have the sessions open to the 
public.

Hampshire Governor Or- 
ders Investigation of Alleged 
Primary Cost Survey. 








LOOKS FOR ITS BACKERS 


Governor Says Agent Declared 
He Was Inquiring Into 
Profibition, 


CONCORD, N. H., Aug. 27 ().—Gov- 
ernor John G. Winant ordered Attorney 
General Jeremy Waldron today to in- 
vestigate the reported inquiry into New 
Hampshire primary campaign expendi- 
ture by nineteen detectives working 
under William H. Barbour, of a private 
detective agency for a national non- 
partisan organization. Suspicion that 
the inquiry was not the disinterested 
investigation it was at first repre- 
sented to be was expressed by the Gov- 
ernor. 

“If Mr. Barbour of the Burns Agency 
is in fact. in New Hampshire to investi- 
gate campaign expenditures,” said 
Governor Winant, ‘he lied to me when 
he told me that he was in New Hamp- 
shire to investigate prohibition: If Mr, 
Barbour of the Burns Agency did not 
tell me the truth in regard to his real 


mission in New Hampshire, it is fair to 
assume that the investigation of pri- 
mary expenditures is not a disinter- 
ested investigation, but. conducted un- 
der cover to aid individual candidates. 
“Any candidate who would be a 
party to the wholesale employment of 
outside ‘sleuths’ paid by outside inter- 
ests and working under the mask of a 
prohibition survey, shows no regard for 
the moral -intelligence of the New 
Hampshire. citizens. These methods 
were employed by Fall and Doheny in 
Washington. I.do not propose that 
they shall be used in New Hampshire. ; 
“I have ordered an immediate inves- 
tigation of the facts by the Attorney 
General’s department, I am further 
advised by the Attorney General’s of- 
fice that the campaign expenditures 
are having, and will have, the careful 
attention of the department.and that 
——— will be vigorously prose- 
cuted. 


WORCESTER, Mass., Aug. 27 (7).— 
Authentic information from official in- 
side sources was received in this city 
today from Concord, N. H., that nine- 
teen detectives representing a detective 
agency. who, under the guise. of mak- 
ing a survey.of facts as to public opin- 
ion on prohibition, are investigating 
outlays of political candidates, are soon 
to visit Massachusetts to inquire into 
political campaign expenses. 

The refusal of the New York office of 
the agency to confirm or deny that its 
agents are in New Hampshire is taken 
with some amusement in Concord, the 
dispatch states, as the head of the 
detectives frequently has presented his 
personal card bearing the agency name 
and advertising.

Statement by McLaughlin. 


Mr. McLaughlin made public the In- 
spector’s: report and later, while en- 
gaged in the trial of another case, 
Magistrate Weil told a detective that 
he was ready to wage ‘“‘war’’ on the 
Commissioner. -Mr. McLaughlin, on 
reading the Magistrate’s - announce- 
ment yesterday, tssued this statement: 

“I regard it as a very odd statement 
for a Magistrate to make that the pol- 
icy he intends to pursue is ‘war upon 
the ‘police.’ I regret that that is his 
intention; as it indicates to me that he 
is going to assume an antagonistic at- 
titude to the police in all cases that 
they have before him. I would much 
rather have him declare war upon the 
criminal element, particularly those in- 
dividuals who are carrying guns and 
who are hired as protectors at gam- 
bling establishments: 

“So far as going. to the Grand Jury 
with the cases of the two gun toters, 
both of whom had been convicted pre- 
viously of, serious charges, I regard it 
as my duty ina case of that kind to 
see that the facts are brought to the 
attention of the District Atorney and 
the Grand Jury. 

“There is nothing new in this, for 
Magistrate Weil, as a former Assistant 
District Attorney, knows that the sub- 
mission of cases to a Grand Jury af- 
ter they have been dismissed in the 
Magistrates’ courts is an old and a 
sound practice.”’ : 

Weil Explains Statement. 
“Following the: announcement of Mr: 
Pecora,-Magistrate Weil issued a state- 
ment, in which he said: © - 

“I am sorry that there should be a 
misinterpretation on the part of Com- 
missioner McLaughlin regarding my 
vattitude toward the police. Far from 
declaring war upon the police, I have 
always since I entered public life, a 
quarter of a century ago, waged war 
on the criminal element. Now, as a 
maggstrate, it is my ardent wish that 
the police furnish me with such evi- 
dence as will enable me to hold crimi- 
nals under the law. 

“I am not only willing but eager to 
cooperate with the Commissioner and 
the Police Department in the prosecu- 
tion of crime and criminals. However, 
the Commissioner, who is himself a: 
lawyer, should undoubtedly know that 
Magistrates’ courts function under the 
law. The fact that two defendants in 
the case under discussion had been 
previously convicted of. misdemeanors, 
not felonies, although even if convicted 
of felonies the same law would have 
application, must not be considered by 
the Court in determining the guilt or 
innocence of a person charged with 
crime. And this is the law as estab- 
lished by the Court of Appeals of the 
State, over and over again. 

“I yield. to no man,’’. not- even the 
Commissioner, in my obligations to 
—* zeal for the welfare of our ‘great 

ity.’

FRENCH CROWD SEES 
MURDER RE ENACTED 


Spectacle in Field Where 
. Body Was Burned. 


BROKER ‘CHOKES’ GENDARME 


Wealthy Parisian Calmly Shows 
How He Strangled Young Woman 
In His Automobile. 


MEAUX, France, Aug, 27 (%).—The 
brutal slaying of a simple country girl 
by her rich lover from the city was 
re-enacted in a field near this city to- 
day while a crowd of 1,500 Parisians 
and peasants gazed on the spectacle 
morbidly: In Paris, twenty-five miles 
away, and in all the big cities and 
towns of France millions of others 
eagerly awaited details of the spectacle 
in the afternoon papers. 

Gaston Guyot, a Paris stock broker, 
has confessed to strangling Marie 
Louise Beulaguet while motoring with 
her on the evening of Aug. 13. He 
said he had placed the body near a 
haystack in the field, which was later 
burned. The prisoner was brought 
from his prison cell to show the police 
how it all happened. 

The thrill-loving public in this coun- 
try does not always have to depend 
on its imagination plus. picture news- 
papers for the details of a sensational 
crime, It not infrequently happens that 
the police confront an accused pris- 
oner with a ‘‘reconstructed” crime in 
all its proper setting and all its char- 
acters present except the dead and 
buried victim. 

/So it was today. Guyot, whose crime 
for a fortnight has almost succeeded in 
taking the public mind, off high prices 
and the falling franc, was »rought out 
here to reconstruct his crime on the 
scene where he confessed it had oc- 
curred. A steady stream of automo- 
biles came from Paris bearing spec- 
tators, and: all the roads around re- 
sounded with the clopping of the 
sabots of the villagers hurrying to the 
spectacle. 


Policeman Acts as Victim. 


Guyot’s long, low, red. automobile. 
was. brought out by the police and the 
accused placed at the wheel. A big 


policeman sat beside him playing the 
role of the dead girl. Guyot was then 
told to. demonstrate how he had 
strangled his sweetheart with his right 
hand and driven withhis left. Unper- 
turbed, Guyot stepped on the gas, pre- 
tended to argue with the policeman 
and gripping the wheel with his left 
hand reached over with his right and 
clutched the thick-necked gendarme by 
the throat. 

It was not such a formidable grip 
as that which left the livid marks on 
the dead girl’s neck. The policeman 
did not lose his breath. He did not 
even cough when Guyot released his 
clutch. 

Guyot ‘told the police: that he thus 
choked the girl to death with his: re- 
lentless grasp. When she . slumped 
down in her seat, quite dead, he said, 
he turned off on a side road and 
stopped by a hayfield. With much ani- 
mation he showed how he dragged the 
body of the girl from the car and 
placed it on the new-mown stubble 
near a haystack, which was found. 
completely burned when the body was 
discovered by the police. 

Then the police brought.up bales of 
hay, with hogy they reconstructed 
the stack, so that. Guyot might even 
more vividly re-enact the scene. He 
explained that he did not intend to set 
fire to the haystack on the evening of 
the crime. He said it was an accident, 


Nonchalantly Fires the Stack. 


Turning to a journalist, he borrowed 
a match to light his. pipe, and then 
tossed it aside carelessly on the new 
stacked hay. To the amazement of all 
the bystanders, whose long experience 
had left them little faith in the ignition 
of French matches, the haystack im- 
mediately caught fire’ and quickly 
burned to the ground. A chemist 
rushed up and took specimens of the 
smoke in jars, indicating the defense 
may contend that the girl.died of as- 
phyxiation. Guyot then explained to 
the: police that if he had wanted to 
burn the body he would have surround- 
ed it more carefully with the hay. 

After the spectacle -was over the 
peasants and the city folk sat down to 
luncheons under. the near-by trees. A 
charabanc loaded with American tour- 
ists on their way to the Marne battle- 
fields drew up. The guide pointed out 
one site not on the usual program, and 
just then the farmer who owned the 
haystack, rushing up to Guyot, de- 
manded 22,500 francs for the hay that 
was burned on the night of’ the crime. 
The millionaire broker, with an air of 
disdain, turned from the indignant 
farmer to the police officials and said: 
* —— pay him. I’m. above such

Ambassadors’ Council Accuses 
Berlin in Three’ Notes of 
Military Activities. . 


ALLEGATIONS ARE. DENIED 


French Militaristic Clique Said to 
Be Intriguing to Interfere With 
Locarno Treaties.

BERLIN, Aug. 27.—The receipt of 
three new allied notes on disarmament, 
couched in what the Wilhelmstrasse 
spokesmen termed an ‘‘alarming tone,’ 
was admitted in official quarters here 
tonight. In these communications the 
Council of Ambassadors. complains 
about the military activities of Ger- 
man patriotic societies, illegal enlist- 
ment of volunteers in the Reichswehr 
and deliberate obstacles placed in the 
path of 'the Interallied Control Com- 
mission's. inquiries. 

On the German Government’s behalf 
it is alleged that the charges in ques- 
tion are baseless. The reply to the 
Entente will be formulated, it is stated, 
not only by Foreign Minister Strese- 
mann, but by General von. Pavels, head 
of the German military commission 
dealing with disarmament matters. 
There is a tendency here to. attribute 
the notes to intrigue on the’ part of the 
French militaristic clique which is sup- 
posed. to be desirous of stirring up 
trouble between France and Germany 
before the Reich's admission to the 
League of Nations, and thereby, if pos- 
sible, preventing consummation of the 
Locarno treaties. 

German officials concede that the 
Council of Ambassadors’ latest move 
can hinder friendly reception of the 
German. petition at Geneva. While 
the unpleasant. character of the notes 
is conceded, it ig pointed out they are 
merely.,-additions to sqme 2,700 mes- 
sages of.a similar.character received 
from Parig during the.last six years. 

On behalf of Foreign Minister Strese- 
mann, emphasis also.is laid on the 
alleged recent change in attitude of the 
patriotic societies. The Order of Young 
Germans, the Wilhelmstrasse declares, 
now is strongly in favor of the Franco- 
Russia, and.a meeting to aiscuss joint 
German alliance against Bolshevist 
action against the Soviets has been 
arranged between German and French 
war veterans. 

To a certain extent, the cloven hoor 
of Premier Poincaré—as he still ap- 
pears to the Germans—is seen in the 


allied recriminations. Foreign Minister: 


Stresemann, however, has no doubt 
that the French Premier means to sup- 
port the entry of Germany into the 
League. The disarmament develop- 
ment, it is felt, possibly may be de- 
signed for the purpose of bargaining 
with the Reich over the number of 
French troops to be maintained in the 
Rhineland. 


SPAIN ASKED PARLEY.

The technical memorandum on the 
Tangier problem, handed by Spain to 
the Governments of ‘Britain, France 
and Italy, included an invitation to a 
conference on the whole Tangier ques- 
tion to be held in Geneva on Sept 1 
on the eve of the meeting of the Coun- 
cil of the League of Nations. 

Even. more surprising is the fact that 
this invitation was also extended to all 
the powers which were signatory to 
the two documents mentioned above, 
including the, or signatories, Hol- 
land, Belgium, Portugal and also, it 
is believed, the United States.

COMBS 0 AN END 


Mrs. Ferguson and Moody Each 
- Predict Victory in Primary 
Today. 











Governor Stresses Ku Klux Klan 
and Petroleum as Chief 
Issues in Campaign. 





MOODY. IS HAILED IN AUSTIN 





Attorney General Speaks Before a 
Large Crowd—Says ‘“Fergusonism” 
Will Be Eliminated. 





From a Staff Correspondent. 

AUSTIN, Texas, Aug. 27.—The cam- 
paign for the Democratic nomination 
for Governor of Texas, as bitter as 
rany ever staged in the history of the 
State, came to a noisy end in Austin 
tonight, with both sides claiming vic- 
tory at the polls tomorrow. / 

On the one hand, the managers of 
Attorney General Dan Moody confi- 
dently asserted that the majority for 
the youthful Attorney General over 
Governor Miriam A. Ferguson will be 
not less than 200,000 and may go as 
high as 500,000. The Ferguson forces, 
on the other hand, ueclared that the 
tide had been swinging ‘‘Ma’s’’ way 
for the last ten days, and they insist 
she has a good fighting chance, and 
this in face of the fact that in the 
first primary she trailed Moody by 
more than 100,000 votes. 

Moody closed his campaign for the 
run-off primary tonight before a big 
audience in Woolridge Park here, while 
Mrs. Ferguson from the Executive 
Mansion issued a statement addressed 
to the people of Texas in which she 
joined her husband, whom she referred 
to as her assistant, in an endeavor to 
make the Ku Klux Klan and petroleum 
the paramount issues to guide the 
voters. 

Just why “Jim” Ferguson, whose 
activities in the Governor’s office are 
a big issue in the campaign, sought to 
make it appear that Moody is a Klans- 
man is the outstanding puzzle of the 
contest, as well-informed people of 
Texas understand that but for Moody 
the klan probably would still be in 
control of the Government of Texas. 


Recalls Story Tillman Told. 


“I am tired of answering that fool 
charge,”’ said Attorney General Moody 
today, ‘“‘but as Ukelele Jim’ keeps 
on repeating the charge I suppose it 


is up to me to keep on denying it 
despite its obvious absuridty. As a 
matter of fact, it’s the death rattle 
of Jim Ferguson, that politician who 
for so many years has been a thorn 
in the path of the Democratic party 
of this State. I sometimes recall a 
remark made by late Senator Tillman 
of South Carolina in one of his cam- 
paigns for the Governorship of his 
State. As the story is told, Tillman 
grew tired of answering fool charges 
and in the last days of the campaign, 
meeting his opponent on the same plat- 
form, he told that he had had a 
dream. 

““*T dreamed,’ said Old Ben, ‘that I 
owned a dog. The finest mutt-in all 
the world, so aristocratic in fact that 
he ran away with all-the blue ribbons 
in all the dog shows in all the capitals 
of Europe as well as in all the big 
cities of the United States. Now, that 
dog was from a money standpoint 
beyond value, yet 1 want to say in all 
seriousness that had I in fact owned 
such a dog and he had barked at my 
opponent in this race, so help me God, 
I would have killed him for exhibiting 
bad taste.’ ”’ : 

“‘And I sometimes feel just as Till- 
man did,’’ added Mr. Moody, “when 
I am called on to answer these ridic- 
ulous charges that Jim Ferguson is 
uttering in his mad effort to have his 
wife renominated and himself re-elect- 
ed the Governor of this State, for that 


ears. 

ero is just one issue in this fight 
and it is Fergusonism, and nothing 
the Fergusons can do or say can 
change that issue. This Ku Klux Klan 
babble and all this shouting about 
oil, alleged crooked elections and so 
on without end, in my own opinion, 
is going to fool few Texans and the 
result tomorrow, I am confident, will 
end for all time to come what we know 
in ‘Texas as Fergusonism. Mrs. 
Ferguson can issue all the statements 
she wants to and while the signature 
may be hers the composition is always 
Jim’s.”’ 


Voters Swarm Into Austin. 


The red-headed Attorney-General ar- 
rived in Austin this morning after a 
tour of the principal cities and towns. 


No candidate ever had bigger crowds 
or more enthusiastic ones in Texas, ac- 
cording to his friends who say that 
“this means the end of government by 
proxy in Texas.” 

From far and near the people come 
today to join in tonight’s tribute to 
the thirty-three-year-old candidate who 
started and directed the battle that 
ended in the elimination of the Klan 
as a political power in Texas two 
years ago. From San Antonio, Fort 
Worth, San Marcos, Temple, the home 
of the Fergusons, and scores of other 
places in this part of the State, the 
Texans swarmed into Austin. 

While Moody was receiving a rous- 
ing reception in Austin, the Ferguson 
headquarters reported that ‘‘Jim’’ 
Ferguson was getting just as enthu- 
siastic a reception in the Grosbeck 
country. Mrs. Ferguson, it was an- 
nounced, would not make any public 
appearance in the course of the day 
or night. All she had to say, it was 
explained, was in her statement to the 
voters of Texas. In that statement 
she admitted that “Fergusonism’’ was 
an issue, but she added, ‘‘so is Moody- 
ism.” 

Moody, she declared, offered no sin- 
gle constructive or affirmative remedy 
for the relief of the people. 


Assails Moody on Klan Issue. 


After asserting that Moody’s election 
will mean an increase in the tax rate, 
Mrs. Ferguson took up the Ku Klux 


Klan charge. 

‘‘Another issue,’’ she said, “is Fer- 
gusonism against Ku Kluxism. I want 
the anti-mask law made stronger. I 
want a law passed requiring the Ku 
Klux to register their membership with 
the County.Clerk, Mr. Moody is against 
me on this issue, and he says that 
question should be forgotten. 

“Every Ku Klux in Texas, with an 
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exception of only one in a thousand, 
ill support Mood and fight me.

If the people want this, then 
they don’t want me, and I will find 
great satisfaction. in private life. I 
am only offering my candidacy in or- 


to express their views. 

“T want to thank the 285,000’friends 
who represent the unterrified Democ- 
racy in Texas and who fearlessly as 
individual citizens went to the _ ballot 
box and cast their votes as free men in 
the face of financial corruption and 
Ku Klux intimidation. I urge them to 
remain steadfast in the faith. 

“Plead our cause to your neighbor 
and ask him to go to the polls and vote 
with you. Thousands are ready to do 
so. A great reaction has occurred in 
the minds of the people in the last ter 
days. It is now common knowledge 
that we did not have a fair and honest 
election in July. It is the duty of our 
friends to demand it in August. 

“The oppogition is in confusion. 
The consciousness of their guilt is al- 
ready evident.” ‘ 


Moody Replies to Governor. 


Attorney General Moody replied to- 
-night to Mrs. Ferguson’s statement. 
He addressed his reply to Mr. Fergu- 
son as ‘‘Proxy Governor.” 

“Jim Ferguson has been engaged in 
a frantic and futile attempt to divert 
the public mind from=the record of 
the present administration,” said Mr. 
Moody. “I say Jim Ferguson, be- 
cause he hag been the mouthpiece of‘ 
this Administration and is responsible 
for the things which it has said and 
what it has done. 

“Circumstances called for him to ex- 
plain before the people of_Texas why 
he has usurped the power of the office 
of Governor and undertaken to act as 
a dictator in the public affairs of the 
State, contrary to every principle of 
free government; why a highway com- 
mission that acted under his dictator- 
ship let contracts without bonds and 
without, bids; why public money was 
squandered and wasted; why money 
taken from the people of Texas under 
contracts which the courts held to be 
fraudulent was carried off to a bank 
in another State and stored in a safety 
deposit box; why the gates of the 
penitentiary have been swung open 
and criminals by the hundreds turned 
loose upon society; why textbook con- 
tracts have been let to the highest 
bidders.

Flynn Detective Agency, 1,457 Broad- 
way, revealed these facts. Announce 
ment of a liberal reward to be paid 
for information leading to the recoy- 
ery of the jewelry was made simul- 
taneously. No estimate was placed on 


the value of the stolen jewelry, but 
the amount previously had been put at 
$100,000. ; 

The list, which includes watches, 
bracelets, earrings, brooches, pins of 
various shapes and materials, vanity 
boxes and numerous individual pieces, 
is as follows:

Information is to be 
forwarded, it is said, to Mr. Flynn or 
to Patrick L. Sweeney, Chief of the 
Newport police. Distribution of the bul- 
letins to such places as pawnshops in 
the metropolitan district will be in 
charge of the New York police. 

The robbery is almost three weeks 
old. Comment was made at the failure 
of the Vanderbilts to notify the police 
when the robbery was first discovered. 
Delay in issuing the description of the 
jewelry was occasioned by the fact 
that many of the pieces are heirlooms 
and an exact description was not easily 
obtainable.

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house and Get $3,000 of 
Employes’ Pay.

ATLANTIC HIGHLANDS, N. J., 
Aug. 27.—Employes on boats of the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey be- 
tween New York and Sandy Hook, in- 
cluding barbers, bartenders, » cooks, 
waiters, stewards and pantrymen, who 
occupy a two-story frame bunkhouse 
at the shore end of the long railroad 
pier at this place, were bound with 
wire and robbed of their fortnight’s 
pay early this morning by five gun- 
men. 

Forty-one men were in the building, 
eight of whom were playing cards in 
the main foom, at 12:55 o’clock when. 
a swarthy stranger entered and asked 
what time the next New York boat 
departed. The players looked up, but 
before any one could answer him the 
other thieves, all masked 5* their 
ringleader, had followed him, leveling 
pistols. 

The robbers had ready loops of heavy 
wire, and these they slipped over the 
wrists and ankles of the victims and 
then twisted them so tight with their 
pistol barrels that blood canie. The 
gang, leaving one on guard, went up- 
stairs to the bunkroom and roused 
the heavy sleepers with like treatment. 

They asked for: George Tels, head 
bartender of the Monmouth, but he had 
left his day’s receipts on the ship and 
yielded only $78. The heaviest loser 
was said to be the head barber of the 
same vessel, who gave up money and 
jewelry aggregating $1,100. The thieves 
left in an automobile, which had stood

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 27 (#).—Mrs.

Semple McPherson, declares that the 
drowning of Russell A. McKinley. 
blind attorney of Long Beach, had 
halted, temporarily, at least, a move 
guided by Angrlus Temple investi- 
gators to bring about the surrender of 
one of the evangelist’s alleged kid- 
nappers. McKinley and two compan- 
ions were found drowned at the beach 
city yesterday, their bodies pinned be- 
neath an automobile which had over- 
turned in a ditch.

But Can’t Be Advanced to $3,500 
Except by Promotion, Board Says— 
Doctor Succeeded {. Seth Hirsch. 





It is announced this morning in The 
Chief, the Civil Service Employes’ 
Weekly, that at a meeting of the Civil 
Service Commission on Aug. 19, 
Thomas C. Murray, Director of Ex- 
anlinations, advised the Commissioners 
that the salary of Dr. Isadore J. 
Landsman, roentgenologist in the Bel- 
levue and Allied Hospitals, could not 
be increased from $1,623 to $3,500 an- 
nually, without, maintenance, except 
through promotion and examination, 
and that this advice had met with the 
commission’s approval. : ‘ 

Dr. 
Bellevue post last month to succeed 
Dr. I. Seth Hirsch, who resigned in 
May. ‘ The new appointment caused 
considerable surprise at the time as it 
was generally believed that the office 
would fall to Dr. Charles MacEvetty 
of 366 Bast 198th Street, who was in 
line for it, according to civil service 
ratings. 

At the time of his appointment Dr. 
Landsman was connected with the 
X-Ray Department of Fordham Hos- 
pital, in which capacity he had served 
for eleven years. Although his salary 
at Fordham was only $1,623 a year his 
friends said his experience and ability 
entitled him to promotion over other 
doctors, despite their civil service 
standings. : 

At his home, 391 East Forty-ninth 
Street, last night, Dr. Landsman said 
he passed the civil service examina- 
tions fifteen years ago, but had not 
taken these examinations since. He 
said he was receiving his pay on the 
$3,500 per annum basis, but when in- 
terviewers sought to: question him 
further, particularly with regard to 
the possibility that he mignt be work- 


$3,500 per annum, whereas, in reality, 
the commission had declared it to be 
but $1,623, he referred questioners to 
the Board of Trustees at Bellevue. 

In the latest civil service ratings 
Dr. MacEvetty’s rating is put at 81.80 
per cent., with Dr. John 8S. Richards 
of 43 East Fifty-eighth Street next 
in line with 80.60, and Dr. William 
Colin of 219 West Seventieth Street 
third, with 79.70. Dr. Tobias B. Wein- 
berg of 310 East Fifteenth Street is 
fourth with 174.30. 

Dr. Colin is the only one of the 
four not allowed an added five points 
for war service. Had he received the 
additional credits. it was said, he 
would have headed the list. He is 
at present roentgenologist at Harlem 
Hospital, with a salary of $2,760 per 
annum.
